HE Account which I gave you by the laſt, is con- 
firmed by this which we havenow from the Weſt, 
that the late Lord Grey was taken (after diligent 
ſearch) inthe Habicot a Sheepherd, and is brought hither 
and Committed to the Tower. 

Thethree English RFimentsare arrived from Holand, 
and Landed at Gravesend. 

To the great Sarisfation of all Good Subjects the late 
Duke of Monnouth is taken after this manner ; 

On Tueſday lalt the Lord Lumleys Regiment beingi in queſt 
of the Rebels, agreed thus, to divide themſelves into {mall 
Parties, and if the lateDuke of Monmouth should be taken 
by any one Party,the five thouſand Pound should notwith- 

ſtanding be divided among g{t the whole Regiment, and af- 


teria riarrow featch, Ktiree or fourof them in a Party, ſaw 
wo Men haſtily croſling the Fields on Foot, and coming 
up ſeized one of them, of whom demanding where his 
Companion was? And finding no ready Anſwer, upon _ 
their ſearch Tound a Man hid in the Hedges, who proved 
to bethe late Duke of Monmouth : Whereupon they carri- 
ed him tothe Lord Lumley's Houle, where he now is, and 
his Companion taken with him is ſuppoled to be 
Count Horne. 

This Morning we had an Aſſurance of Monmonth's being 
taken, as we havealready related, near Rmg-wood, andthat 
his George and Gold Watch was ſent up latit night to his 
Majeſty ; and that Captain Legg was ſent down with a Par- 
ty ro convey himbhicher. This is all which [chink I shall
